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Footballer’s 


A FOOTBALLLER had an 
agonising one-and-a-half 
hour wait for an ambulance 
after badly breaking his leg 
during a match. 

Joe Daly, 32, was playing for 
the Rose and Crown team at 
Motts Field, Haverhill, on 
Sunday morning when his studs 
caught in the ground, leading to 
a spiral fracture to his leg. 
Horrified players and supporters 
used coats to keep him warm 
while frantically calling for an 
ambulance. 

Scott Phillips, manager of the Rose 
and Crown team, said several people 
immediately rang for an ambulance 
and were stunned to be told after more 
than an hour that one had not been 
sent - because it was not a life- 
threatening injury. 

He said: “It was the most serious 
break I have ever seen in my life. He was

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Police come 
under attack 
as violence 
flares again

VIOLENCE flared for the second 
week running in Haverhill town 
centre early on Saturday morning - 
and more police officers were 
attacked. 

Fighting broke out in the Bell pub in 
Haverhill High Street between 2.30am and 
3am. Police were alerted by bar staff at the 
pub that a man had been injured inside. 
When officers arrived the man started 
fighting with others inside the pub. He 
was ejected and the disturbance spilled 
out on to the street. 

A spokesman said: “Officers were 
involved in trying to separate people and 
arrest some, with three people resisting 
arrest quite strongly. 

“Some officers were assaulted in the 
process of trying to arrest these 
individuals, but no serious injuries were 
caused. As the incident was not a serious 
as it could have been, two people were 
cautioned for assaulting police while 
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resisting arrest.” 

In the early hours of the previous 
Saturday morning, PC Michael Potter was 
seriously injured breaking up a 
disturbance outside the same pub. His 
shoulder was dislocated and he is 
expected to be off work until after 
Christmas. Another officer suffered an 
injured hand. They were separating two 
groups involved in a fracas. 

A total of seven officers were involved in 
dealing with the first incident and it is 
thought that even more were involved in 
responding to the second, with PAVA 
spray used to subdue offenders. 

Insp Peter Ferrie, the town’s newly- 
appointed sector commander, said the 
first incident showed the value of recent 
changes to policing policy, where SNT and 
response officers work more closely 
together. 


Amazing couple mark 75 years 


SURPRISE gifts of champagne and 
flowers greeted a couple celebrating 
their 75th wedding anniversary as 
they visited their local supermarket. 

Joe Deeks, 94, and wife Iris, 92, 
reached the milestone anniversary on 
Tuesday - and then made their 
regular weekly shopping trip to the 
Tesco store in Haverhill the next day. 

Claire Bowden, the store’s 
community champion, heard of their 
anniversary and decided to join in the 
celebration as the couple visited the 
coffee shop. She said: “We were 
thrilled for them and wanted to do 
something to make their visit a bit 
special as they do their shopping here 
every week.” 


The couple live in School Road, 
Kedington, but had previously lived in 
Haverhill for 35 years. Joe was born 
in Kedington and the couple have 
known each other since they attended 
the village school together. Joe 
worked for 25 years as a senior 
building control officer for St 
Edmundsbury Borough Council. He 
was chairman of Haverhill Ex- 
Serviceman’s Club for many years 
and is still its president. The couple 
have two sons, six grandchildren, five 
great grand-children and one great- 
great-grandson. 

Joe said: “We had a nice modern 
card from the Queen this time. It is 
wonderful that we have been married 


for so long. We grew up together and 
have known each other all our lives. 
My doctor told me I have got good 
genes.

We cook regular 
meals and sometimes we have a 
glass of wine. We still do all our own 
cooking, cleaning and washing, but I 
cannot do the gardening any more.” 

Son Peter and his wife Doreen 
drive his parents to the store each 
week, but they push their own trolley 
round to get their groceries.

“They do their own shopping and cook 
a meal every day. I think it is 
marvellous that they are still so 
active.”

screaming in pain for over an 
hour. I think it is absolutely 
disgusting. He had to have one 
operation and a cage put on 
his leg, and he will probably 
have to have another 
operation. Who knows what 
damage he might have done, 
having to wait that long? 

“We knew to keep him 
warm, not give him anything 
to drink and not move him. He 
was in absolute agony and it 
was only when a police lady 
arrived and called that they did 
send an ambulance. 

“She said they had refused 
to send an ambulance because 
it was non life-threatening, 
which is just beyond me.” 

From his hospital bed, Mr 
Daly, a father of two-young 
children who is due to move 
from Haverhill to Kedington 
next month, said he had an 
initial operation to pull apart 
the bones in his leg so that 
they could be straightened and 
rods put in at a later date. 

Ironically, he had only 
recently started playing 
football again after a nine-year 
break because a change of 
hours in his job as a traffic 
controller for the Highways 
Agency meant he would be 


available again. 

He said: “I have broken the 
same leg before playing 
football, but this was 10 times 
worse. I was pretty out of it, 
but I was told it was about 
one-and-a-half hours before 
the ambulance arrived. 

“I think I was going into 
shock by then. My sister works 
as a radiologist and she could 
see what a bad break it was. 
When they turned up they 
were brilliant, but I think it 
must have been a breakdown 
in communications in their 
control room for it to take so 
long.” 

A spokesman for the East of 
England Ambulance Service 
said their records showed a 65- 
minute wait for the ambulance 
to arrive from the first call 
logged. 

If Mr Daly made a formal 
complaint, the incident would 
be fully investigated. 

She said: “We appreciate 
that is still a long time. When 
we realised how serious it was, 
we had an ambulance there 
within 15 minutes. 

“We take any complaints 
very seriously but need them 
directed to us in order that we 
can investigate and liaise with 
the patient directly.” 
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Teenager’s bike 
stolen in attack 

A TEENAGER was attacked 
and his bike was stolen on 
Halloween by a group of 
youths wearing hooded tops 
and masks. 

Police are appealing for 
information after the 14- 
year-old boy’s bicycle was 
taken from him along St 
Botolphs Way in Haverhill at 
about 7.30pm on Monday 
night. 

The boy was cycling 
towards Castle Lane and 
passed a group of six or 
seven 15-16-year-olds. As 
he passed them, one of the 
group, a male wearing a grey 
hooded top and a black 
mask, ran towards him and 
pushed him off his bike. 

The 14-year-old fell to the 
floor along with his bike and 
was then kicked by the male 
in the hooded top and mask 
and another male dressed in 
a lion outfit with a painted 
face. The bike was then 
pulled away by one of the 
group, who cycled away 
with the rest of the group 
following. The bicycle was 
later recovered by a member 
of the public and was 
returned to the victim. 

Police are keen to trace this 
group of youths, especially 
the two male youths 
involved, and are asking 
anyone who was nearby and 
witnessed the incident or 
anyone with information to 
contact PC Robert Bunton at 
Haverhill police by dialling 
101, or Crimestoppers on 
0800 555 111.

AFTER spending last Christmas 
watching her tiny baby daughter 
battling swine flu in Adden¬ 
brooke’s, mum Natasha Lamb is 
raising cash to buy treats for 
parents who find themselves in 
the same position this year. 

Martha Lamb, now 19 months old, 
spent seven days on a ventilator after 
being rushed into hospital on 
Christmas Eve and was moved into 
intensive care after her condition 
worsened on Christmas Day. 

Mrs Lamb, 36, of Rutland Court, 
Haverhill, had to leave her older 
children foseph, 7, and Finley, 4, at 
home with dad Phil, while she stayed 
with Martha, foseph recalls: “We had 
pizza for Christmas dinner.” 

This year the Lambs are looking 
forward to an extra special Christmas 
together, but Mrs Lamb wants to try to 
buy some extras such as food, toys and 
DVDs to help improve the festive 
season for those who have to spend it 
in the paediatric intensive care unit. 

She said: “Last Christmas my 
daughter, 10 months old at the time, 
was rushed in to A&E on Christmas 
Eve. At the time we where unsure off 
what was wrong with her, other than 
possibly an overwhelming viral 
infection. 

“On Christmas day she took a turn 
for the worse and that night she ended 
up needing to be admitted to intensive 
care and placed on a ventilator to take 
over her breathing and let her rest. The 
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following day we were told she had 
swine flu. 

“We where very lucky and she 
fought, and after two days they tried 
her off the ventilator but within a few 
hours she needed to be put back on as 
she just wasn’t coping. 

“Four more days later we woke her 
up again and she was getting better, 
and we finally went home just after all 
the Christmas holidays had finished. 

“Spending Christmas in hospital was 
a very stressful time. We should have 
been at home with our family. It was 
also a very expensive time as I was 
unable to stay on site after we found 
out she had swine flu, so I had to travel 
every day and eat while there. 

“The hospital was first-class. It 
wasn’t the Christmas we had expected 
to have and it was very frightening at 
the time, but apart from some 
problems with her chest, she is fine 
now. I hope that by doing what I am, it 
will bring a little relief to parents going 
through it this Christmas.” 

Mrs Lamb plans to raise some funds 
and find people to donate some food 
for food boxes and presents for adults 
and children who are on the PICU this 
Christmas. She will be writing to local 
shops and hopes for support for the 
local community, including Weekly 
News readers.

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US entrepreneur 
boosts plan to 
move museum 


A COMPUTER museum has 
attracted support from across the 
Atlantic with a surprise donation 
from a leading US entrepreneur. 

The Centre for Computing History, 
currently based in Haverhill, has received 
a surprise financial contribution to its 
Cambridge relocation fund from early 
stage investor and serial entrepreneur 
Brad Feld. Colorado-based Brad is one of 
the managing directors of Foundry 
Group, a venture capital firm focused on 
making investments in information 
technology, internet and software 
companies across North America. 

Viewings at the museum, which has 
very limited space, are by appointment 
and bosses are keen to move to 
Cambridge, which is synonymous with 
the development of home computers, to 
maximise its potential.

This initiative to establish a 
computer museum in Cambridge has 
caught my imagination and admiration.

Unpaid work for 
benefits couple 

Duo who wrongly claimed £ 28 k sentenced 


A COUPLE who claimed 
more than £28,000 in 
benefits they were not 
entitled to because they were 
both working have been 
sentenced to community 
orders which include doing 
unpaid work. 

Lee Martin, 37 - who has lost a 
leg and broken his back - and 
Christine Martin, 33, both of 
Garlands Close, Haverhill, had 
admitted charges of benefit fraud 
at a previous hearing. 

They appeared before Bury St 
Edmunds magistrates on Tuesday 
for sentencing. Previously, 
magistrates adjourned the case for 
pre-sentence reports to be 
prepared, with all options open, 
including imprisonment. 

Chairman of the magistrates 
Joy Watkins-Ellis told the couple,

Joy Watkins-Ellis, chairman of 
magistrates 
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who have children aged 7 and 9: “I 
appreciate the offences were 
committed because you were in 
debt, but you have actually 
robbed the country of money. We 
have taken into account your 
guilty pleas and also the fact that 
you’re making repayments to the 
state.” 

Christine Martin admitted three 
charges of failing to notify changes 
in circumstances in Thetford 
between April 2007 to April 2008, 
when she failed to tell Breckland 
Council that her husband was 
working for ID Technology Group. 

Then in Haverhill between 
August 2008 and January 2010 she 
failed to tell St Edmundsbury 
Borough Council that her 
husband was employed by Culina 
Logistics and that during the same 
period she was employed by 
Tesco. 

Lee Martin admitted seven 
charges of failing to give prompt 
notice of change of circum¬ 
stances at Thetford and Haverhill 
between 2007 and 2010, in 
relation to income support and 
incapacity benefit he was 
claiming. 


Lee Martin told the court at the 
earlier hearing: “We were in a lot 
of debt. I lost my leg in 2006 and I 
have had seven years of hell, 
taking up to 165 tablets a week 
and being in constant pain. 

“A lot of the time I was off work 
sick and having to have 
operations. I am still having 
trouble with it now. I broke my 
back in February and have not 
been able to work a great deal 
since then. 

“We were just struggling with so 
much debt and we did not know 
what to do. We are going to pay it 
back - we are trying to put things 
right.” 

The couple were each given a 
12-month community order and 
ordered to pay £150 each towards 
prosecution costs, with Lee Martin 
also to do 240 hours unpaid 
community work and Christine 
Martin 150 hours. 

Carol Coccaro, for the couple, 
said Lee Martin was working as a 
lorry driver and they would be 
paying back the money at a rate of 
£227 a month. He said: “The 
reason for these offences is debt 
and that has not gone away. The 
money is being repaid at the 
maximum amount and there is 
very little left at the end of each 
month.”

TOM Dawson would have 
celebrated his 30th birth¬ 
day today - had he not 
tragically taken his own 
life 10 years ago. 

His family will get together to 
support each other through the 
difficult day and to continue 
fundraising for Papyrus, the 
charity which works to prevent 
young suicide. 

Sister Ruth, 34, has recently 
completed the Windsor half¬ 
marathon and has raised more 
than £1,100 for the charity in 
memory of her brother. 

Mother Avril, a teacher in 
Haverhill for many years, said 
they were very grateful to many 
friends, including those in the 
Haverhill area, who had 
donated. 

She said the family had been 
‘utterly overwhelmed and 
deeply moved’ by how many 
people had supported the effort 
so generously. 

Ruth said: “Wanting to pay 
tribute to Tom, and thinking of 
the significant sum of money 
donated to this important cause

by so many wonderful people, 
was why I completed the 13.1 
miles. 


“It was worth every step - 
thank you all so much.”

“The problem with young 
men in particular is that they 
don’t look for help. We did not 
know before this happened that 
any of these organisations 
existed.

RISING numbers of 
children in Suffolk are 
awaiting adoption - and 
the county’s adoption 
agency has called for 
more prospective 
parents to come forward. 

About 30 children are on 
the waiting list for a 
permanent family and the 
number of looked-after 
children who need to be 
adopted has increased 
significantly in the last year 
and a half. 

The county council has 
said Suffolk’s children are 
waiting longer before being 
adopted, or are faced with 
leaving the county altogether 
to find a home. 

Department of Education 
figures have revealed almost 
half of the more than 150 
local authorities failed to 
place 75 per cent of children 
awaiting adoption with 
families within 12 months of 
being put on a waiting list. 

But in Suffolk, permanent 
homes were found for 79 per 
cent of the young people on 
its waiting list within a year 
and neighbouring Cambrid¬ 
geshire hit the 80 per cent 
mark. 

Suffolk Adoption Agency is 
supporting the British 
Association for Adoption and 
Fostering’s National Adoption 
Week campaign, which ends 
on Sunday, in its bid to 
increase awareness about 
adoption in the county.

A HIGHPOINT prison 
officer who plummeted 
100ft down England’s 
highest mountain and 
lived to tell the tale has 
described his terrifying 
ordeal to the Weekly 
News. 

Mark Saberton, 38, was 
climbing Scafell Pike in the 
Lake District with his 11- 
year-old son, Alfie, and work 
colleague Dave Lomas, when 
he slipped on a rock. 

They had just reached the 
peak of the 3,209ft mountain 
when he tumbled 100ft 
down, crashing against 
boulders and somersaulting 
over rocks before landing on 
his back, as his petrified son 
and friend looked on. 

Miraculously, he survived 
the horrific fall, although he 
did crack his head open and 
suffered deep cuts and 
extensive bruising. 

Speaking from his home in 
Collier Close, Ely, he said: “I 
simply cannot thank the 
people who rescued me 
enough. 

“They all said that it was a 
miracle I wasn’t killed and I 
honestly can’t believe I’m 
alive today.” 

The petrifying incident 
happened on Saturday, 
October 8 and Mr Saberton 
was only able to return to 
work on last Sunday. 

He said: “Alfie and I have 
climbed a few mountains 
before, including Snowdon. 

“The three of us camped 
overnight on the Friday and 
reached the peak of Scafell 
just after 1pm on Saturday. 

“We spent some time at 
the top before starting our 
descent and literally five 
minutes after we set off, I 
slid on a rock. 


“I tried to stop myself 
from falling but I couldn’t. I 
just tumbled and rolled 
down. I kept on rolling and 
somersaulting, hitting 
boulders on my way down. 

“I could hear Alife 
screaming. I then came to a 
halt flat on my back and 
could feel the blood running 
down my head.” 

A couple who were 
walking ahead of Mr 
Saberton rushed to his aid 
and with the help of Alfie, a 
student at Ely College, and 
Mr Lomas, managed to 
bandage his head and dial 
999. 

The mountain rescue 
team were called but 
because the weather was 
too foggy, it was impossible 
for a helicopter to land. 

Instead, a team of 25 
people from the Wasdale 
Mountain Rescue Team had 
to track him down using a 
GPS system and then carry 
him down the mountain to 
safety. 

Mr Saberton was taken to 
Whitehaven Hospital in 
Cumbria - and unbelievably 
was released the next day. 

He said: “Hearing Alfie 
screaming does still haunt 
me and I certainly won’t be 
going up a mountain 
anytime soon. 

“I definitely thought I’d 
broken bones. Although 
extremely painful, my 
injuries were all superficial 
and my head is now glued 
back together. 

“I’m so eternally grateful to 
the rescue team who got me 
off that mountain. 

“Until something like that 
happens to you, you just 
don’t realise how lucky you 
are to be alive.”

Essex and Suffolk Water and 
Farrans (Construction) Ltd, who 
have been laying a pipeline along 
the River Stour valley from 
Kirtling to Abberton Reservoir 
near Colchester, generously 
agreed to carry out the 
groundwork and supply materials 
for the car park as a gesture of 
goodwill for the benefit of the 
local community. 

Further landscaping of the car 
park area will be carried out 
during the spring of 2012 to 
complete the project.

More people do 
first aid course 

MORE people than even before are taking 
first aid course which could help save a 
life. 

The number of people taking first aid 
refresher courses has rocketed in the last 
nine months in Suffolk, according to St 
John Ambulance. 

The Health and Safety Executive 
strongly recommends that first aiders 
attend an annual refresher course every 12 
months to ensure they remember their 
vital first aid skills. Laws and best practice 
can also change, leaving people out of 
date with current methods. 

People in Suffolk have taken the 
message to heart and attendance has 
increased by 78 per cent. 

Sue Skoyles, regional training manager 
for St John Ambulance in the East, said: 
“It’s important that first aiders brush up 
on their first aid knowledge every year to 
avoid what we call ‘skills fade’. To be faced 
with an emergency situation and then 
struggle to remember your first aid 
training can be a traumatic experience. 

“Most people are surprised at how 
much they remember when they come on 
a refresher course. They are also relieved 
to be given the chance to practise without 
the stress of a real-life emergency. Around 
150,000 people die every year because of a 
lack of a first aid so these really are 
important skills to have and to keep up to 
date.” 

St John Ambulance runs regular three- 
hour skills update courses for anyone who 
has been on an Emergency First Aid at 
Work or similar course. The refresher 
provides an opportunity to practise and 
update attendees’ skills at any time during 
the three year period as a qualified first 
aider.

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The future’s Rosie

Blind since the age of 3, Rosie Fish can t 
remember what her mum looks like. But she’s 
just graduated from college - and is also 
turning heads as a talented artist. She talks to 
Jenny Hulme. 



R osie Fish is 
busy packing, 
getting ready to 
catch the train to 
London, where she’s 
meeting friends to 
travel out to France. 
Having recently 
graduated from 
college, she’s taking 
this trip to celebrate 
graduation, and to 
eat, drink, and brush 
up on her French 
language skills. An 
autumn adventure 
for any 21-year-old, 
but for Rosie, it is so 
much more. When 
she started college a 
couple of years ago, 
Rosie didn’t believe 
she’d ever be able to 
go shopping on her 
own, never mind 
embark on this kind 
of vacation. 

Rosie grew up in 
Newmarket and, aged 3, 
developed a cancerous 
tumour which destroyed 
her optic nerves. Today 
she can sense a glow of 
light on her eyes when 
the sun is shining, but 
has seen nothing else for 
the last 18 years. She is 
one of thousands of 
young people in the UK 


who live with sight loss, 
but she is also someone 
who demonstrates how 
and why that shouldn’t 
hold you back. 

“It was hard for me to 
understand when I was 
little,” says Rosie, now 21. 
“I was like 'what’s 
happened? Turn the light 
back on, mum.’ It was 
hard for mum (Cheryl) 
too, and the rest of my 
family. How do you 
explain to your 3-year- 
old they will never be 
able to see any more? 

“Mum was so strong 
though. I can’t actually 
remember what she looks 
like, though memories of 
the experiences we had 
together and feelings we 
shared when I was little 
and as I grew up are clear 
in my mind. 

“I can remember some 
shapes. I can, strangely, 
remember what Peter 
Pan looked like. That was 
the first and last movie I 
ever saw and he must 
have been etched on to 
my memory, he was so 
magical. 

“But children adjust. 
You just adjust.” 

There was a lot of 
adjusting. Going to a 
mainstream school - 
Rosie attended Thurlow 
Primary School, then 
Parkway Middle School - 
dealing with her parents’ 


divorce (“maybe the 
marriage suffered by 
what we had been 
through”), and then 
moving to a residential 
school in Worcester at 13 
to study GCSEs. 

But it was a trip to The 
Royal National College 
for the Blind (RNC) in 
Hereford that changed 
the way Rosie thought 
about her future. 

“When I was at school I 
could manage, I could do 
things, but I was pretty 
average,” she says. 

“Then at Worcester I 
started to sense what 
people could achieve. I 
started to appreciate the 
achievements of high- 
profile blind people like 
David Blunkett and 
Stevie Wonder, who had 
also lost their sight. I 
loved going to concerts to 


hear blind musicians. I 
could sit there and think 
that you wouldn’t know 
they were blind. You start 
to think about what is 
possible. 

“The trip to Hereford, 
though, was amazing,” 
remembers Rosie. “There 
was a feeling of good 
things all around. A sense 
of opportunity, of the 
chance to realise 
ambitions, that is hard to 
describe. People seemed 
inspired, interacting with 
each other and the 
general public in a 
different way. I knew I 
wanted this too.” 

Rosie applied and was 
accepted to study 
massage and 
complementary therapy 

- a vocation she quickly 
proved she was made for 

- but it came as part of a 

































• The Royal National College 
for the Blind is a national 
charity and the leading 
specialist college of further 
education for students with 
sight loss. Next year it 
celebrates its 140th 
anniversary, and thousands 
of success stories like 
Rosie’s. It caters for students 
aged 16 to 65, welcoming 
those who have always been 
blind or visually impaired, as 
well as students who have 
more recently lost their sight

accident) and who want to 
retrain. 

• As well as offering GCSEs 
and AS and A-level studies, 
they have vocational 
programmes including

huge impact on her life. 

“I remember the tutors 
telling me Id be able to go 
down and shop in the city 
on my own, and in my 
head I was thinking ‘yeah, 
sure. You don’t know me.’ 
But they mix in mobility 
and independent living 
skills with the studies... 
washing, cooking, using 
public transport, 
computer skills, Braille, 
home finance, that sort of 
thing. 

“The day I got on the 
bus and went to Tesco and 
did my shopping was an 
amazing day. It sounds 
daft, but the feeling of 
being independent was 
brilliant. 

“It’s not about wanting 
to do everything on your 
own. It’s about having the 
confidence to do what you 
can, and to ask for what 
you can’t. To go into Tesco 
and get the help you need, 
and then to get back on 
the bus and go home and 
cook a meal with friends 
and sit round the TV for X 
Factor. Honestly, I loved it. 
I loved every minute of my 
time there. I made friends 
that I know I will have for 
ever.” 

Rosie also discovered a 
love of art, and one of her 
finest pieces - a beautiful 
tree made from ceramics - 
was donated to the college 
when she graduated, and 
now takes pride of place 
in their gallery in 
Hereford. 

Rosie, say her lecturers, 
was one of the most 
sought-after therapists in 
the college-based 
Complementary Therapy 
Clinic, designed for 
student work experience 
before they leave college. 

“She always works 
unbelievably hard,” says 
RNC’s head of comple¬ 
mentary therapy, Jane 
Crabtree. “She’s insightful, 
empathetic and talented. 
That’s why clients seek 
Rosie out. With her art you 
can see her focus, and 
she’s like that as a 
therapist too.” 

“I think with art there is 
no right or wrong. It is 
about self expression,” 
explains Rosie. “People 
sometimes ask me if I am

and media technology and 
performing arts.

angry about my disability, 
or frustrated. Sure, you 
have dark days, but if you 
direct that into something 
like art, you can express it 
without it holding you 
back. 

“I’ve always loved and 
been intrigued by trees, 
even though I can’t 
remember ever seeing 
one. But in my spare time 
at college I went up to 
Queenswood, a 67-acre 
collection in Hereford¬ 
shire’s ancient woodland. I 
came back with a piece of 
Redwood bark and 
created prints, pushing 
the bark into polystyrene 
and then polystyrene into 
clay,” says Rosie. 

“That’s where the tree 
started. I created an idea, 
an outline in my head, 
and then expressed it in 
the clay, and employed 
beautiful glazes which feel 
-so I hope look - 
stunning. When I finished 
in the summer, I left my 
tree behind, as a kind of 
thank-you to all the 
amazing teachers and 
students who’ve 
transformed my 
confidence and 
independence - the 
people who had changed 
my life and my prospects.” 

Rosie has just returned 
to Hereford to receive her 
professional qualification 
from Ryan Kelly, another 
ex-RNC student who was 
born blind and who 
studied performing arts at 
the college before moving 
to London to work as an 
actor. He now plays Ed 


Grundy’s renegade pal 
Jack ‘Jazzer’ McCreary in 
Radio 4’s The Archers. 

Alongside Rosie were 
students picking up their 
A-level certificates (now 
studying at mainstream 
universities) as well as 
graduates in business, 
music technology, sport, 
and a few blind 
footballers from the 
college’s Blind Football 
Academy, who are 
hopeful of qualifying for 
next summer’s 
Paralympics. 

“I think a lot of people 
are put off specialist edu¬ 
cation today - and sure, it 
is tempting to stay at 
home and study locally if 
there is no special school,” 
says Rosie. “But I’d 
encourage people to have 
a look at what is out there, 
and to get advice about 
the funding available for 
specialist education. 

There is funding available. 
College is such a short 
time in your life, but can 
change everything in such 
a major way if you choose 
the right one. 

“You are learning along 
with people in the same 
boat, and learning from 
each other. Then, when 
you leave, you have so 
many more choices about 
where and how you live 
and work. 

“I guess that is what we 
are all celebrating now, 
and what we want to 
share with all the people 
out there who, like us, 
can’t see, but can still 
achieve so much.”

Cathy takes on 
race fundraiser

THE memory of a West 
Wratting girl has inspired 
a student to battle 
through her asthma when 
she takes part in next 
year’s London Marathon. 

Cathy Thomson, of The 
Crescent, Wicken, near Ely, has 
won a place in the 26-mile 
challenge on behalf of Help the 
Hospice, after her personal 
experience in helping disabled 
and terminally ill people make 
the most of their lives gave her 
the drive to overcome her own 
health concerns. 

The 21-year-old’s inspiration 
for training and completing the 
April event will be 11-year-old 
Chelsey Boreham, who died in 
February after a lifelong battle 
with cerebral palsy. 

Chelsey, who lived with 
parents Ian and Sara and brother 
Ashley in High Street, West 
Wratting, was diagnosed with 
her condition at birth and 
contracted lung disease a few 
years later. 

She spent her last days in East 



Anglia’s Children’s Hospices’ 
Milton centre after falling ill with 
pneumonia. 

She said: “I first met Chelsey in 
2007 when I worked as a 
teaching assistant at Granta 
School in Linton. 

“I helped her at school and at 
home. She was a really happy girl 
despite what she was going 
through. 

“She enjoyed herself and made 
some really great connections 
with people, despite not being 
able to verbally communicate.” 

She added: “My time with her 
has had a massive effect on me 
and I owe her a lot. She inspired 
me to carry on helping other 
people and I really loved her.”

Cathy left the Granta school 
earlier this year and has 
embarked upon a three-year 
course in disability studies at 
Bedford University - with the 
aim of becoming a teacher. 

She has set herself a fund¬ 
raising target of £2,000, and will 
not let her own health issues get 
in the way of her objective. 

She said: “I suffer badly from 
asthma and it does worry me 
that when I am training I could 
have a serious attack on my own. 

“But I have the motivation to 
do it and that is more important 
- it will take me through.”

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Society 
to take 
charge of 
libraries 


SUFFOLK County Coun¬ 
cil plans to set up an 
independent society to 
oversee its libraries after 
it was forced to abandon 
a “Big Society” drive for 
communities to take 
them over. 

The council had threat¬ 
ened to close two-thirds of 
its 44 libraries unless 
community groups were 
found to take control. 

The scheme was part of 
the council’s New Strategic 
Direction plan, which would 
have seen virtually all 
services outsourced and was 
regarded as a model for 
other cash-strapped auth¬ 
orities. 

The unpopular strategy 
was abandoned by the Con¬ 
servative-led authority 
earlier this year following the 
departure of chief executive 
Andrea Hill by mutual 
consent after a row over her 
expenses claims. 

Council officials now hope 
to set up an industrial and 
provident society, a first for 
UK library services. 

Judy Terry, cabinet lead for

the libraries review, said the 
move, likely to be ratified by 
councillors this week, would 
set up an independent body 
free from council bureau¬ 
cracy. 

She said: “We are not 
abandoning the idea of 
community groups 

becoming involved in the 
running of their libraries - 
we have found that many 
would actually welcome 
that. 

“Community groups will 
be able to opt for a level of 
responsibility they feel able 
to take on. 

“The model does not rely 
on volunteers to maintain 
current service levels but 
volunteers could be used to 
offer enhanced services. 

“The model we’ve 
developed will put Suffolk’s 
library service on a strong 
and sustainable footing for 
the future.” 

The society would hold 
charitable status but be 
funded by a council grant.

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Forty years of acting up 



JENNIFER SHELTON talks 
to actress Lesley 
Manville about her 
chameleon qualities as 
her latest collaboration 
with Mike Leigh comes 
to Cambridge 

T HERE’S no typecasting 
Lesley Manville. The 
actress’s near-40-year 
career has seen her tackle an 
astonishing range of roles, from 
soap opera pretty-girls in her 
teens to a social-climbing yuppie 
in Serious Money at the Royal 
Court Theatre, and desperate 
hanger-on Mary - arguably the 
most captivating character in 
Mike Leigh’s most recent film, 
Another Year. 

In fact, so successfully does she 
disappear into roles that it’s easy not to 
recognise her - it was only when I began 
delving into her CV that I realised it was 
also Manville under the lacy bonnet as 
Mrs Rose in Cranford. 

This week, Manville brings us another 
of her and Leigh’s creations, a 1950s 
widow and single mother struggling with 
depression in Leigh’s new play, Grief. 

“I like being a chameleon,” says 
Manville. “I think a lot of the success of 
my career is that I don’t get pinned down 
with types of characters. I love playing 
people who don’t look or sound like me.” 

And it’s Leigh, she says, who first 
helped hone the versatility which has 


since characterised her work. After 
abandoning her O-levels to join stage 
school, Manville was spotted by Leigh in 
her early 20s while she was working for 
the RSC. Now 55, she has appeared in 
seven of Leigh’s films - more than any 
other member of his repertory company. 

“That’s when things started to change 
for me,” she explains. “He was going to 
do a play for the Royal Shakespeare 
Company, so we started working together 
and it was terrific. That was when I 
realised I could be an actress who doesn’t 
just play herself, which was, up until that 
point, all I’d been doing. Unfortunately 


that project, which would have been a 
play, never came off; so this will be the 
first time I’ve done a play with him.” 

Grief follows the strained 
relationships between a housewife, her 
unambitious older brother and her 
introverted teenage daughter in post-war 
English suburbia. 

“It’s the sort of play that hits you right 
between the eyes,” says Manville. “It’s an 
uncompromising hour and 55 minutes but 
the acting in particular has had very good 
reviews, so we’re all very pleased.” 

Manville describes her character, 
Dorothy, as “a grieving woman who’s not 


managed to recover from the death of her 
husband”. 

“Once he’s died,” she continues, “she 
discovers she’s pregnant, so she brings up 
this child by herself. She’s struggling and 
lonely: she’s trapped in a mire of grief 
which she can’t move out of.” 

It’s in stark contrast to Manville’s own 
experience of single-parenthood. During 
the early years of her career, Manville was 
also single-handedly bringing up her son, 
Alfie, after splitting from husband Gary 
Oldman just three months after the birth. 

“I wanted to keep my career going at 
the level it had been going at, and I also 
wanted, and continue to want, to be the 
best mother in the world,” she says 
warmly. “I wouldn’t let either be 
compromised. Until he was about 3,1 
only did theatre, which meant I was able 
to be with him all day. Then I could put 
him to bed and get to the theatre. Of 
course, I was knackered. But I was fuelled 
by the joy of my son and the work I was 
doing. And now I’ve got a fantastic 22- 
year-old and a fantastic career.” 

Indeed, Manville’s career has only 
continued to blossom and, after rave 
reviews at the Cannes Film Festival, many 
expected an Oscar nod for her raw, 
heartbreaking performance in Another 


Year (for which she and Feigh held a 
Q&A at the Arts Picturehouse in 
Cambridge after its release last 
November). 

But the combination of a particularly 
strong year for female leads - the Best 
Actress field included Julianne Moore, 
Nicole Kidman, Natalie Portman and 
Juliette Binoche - and the complex 
category system itself meant that 
Manville missed out. It was a largely 
unpopular decision. 

She explains: “Sony Pictures Classics, 
who released Another Year, were so 
dedicated and supportive of me but were 
hell-bent on campaigning me for the 
leading actress category. 

“I think in hindsight they feel that if 
they’d have downgraded me to the 
supporting category, I’d have had a better 
chance.” 

There are superficial similarities, 
perhaps, between Dorothy in Grief and 
Manville’s character in Another Year, 
whose future appears similarly bleak. Yet, 
as Manville puts it: “With Mary in 
Another Year her depression comes out as 
this incessant talking, whereas with 
Dorothy in Grief it’s the complete reverse. 
Her depression makes her retiring. The 
50s was a great period of not talking; of 
people not saying what they felt. 
Especially with the middle classes, which 
is what this play deals with.” 

She adds: “I think it would be honest to 
say I’m pretty good at accessing those 
depths of loneliness and pain, and 
conveying characters who struggle with 
that. I don’t know why -1 have a nice 
life,” she laughs.

The big film 


THE ADVENTURES OF 
TINTIN: THE SECRET OF THE 
UNICORN 3D, certificate PG, 
106m 

TINTIN first sprang to life on the page 
in 1929 in the gung-ho adventure 
Tintin In The Land Of The Soviets. 

The plucky reporter with the 
distinctive quiff has travelled the 
world and even to the Moon, 
uncovering dastardly deeds with 
intrepid pooch Snowy by his side. 
Now, thanks to Oscar-winning film¬ 
makers Steven Spielberg and Peter 
Jackson, the iconic character enters 
the 21st century using state-of-the- 
art motion capture, which translates 
actors’ movements into the 
performances of incredibly detailed 
digital characters. 

The Adventures Of Tintin: The Secret 
Of The Unicorn is the opening salvo 
of a proposed trilogy, amalgamating 
the plots of The Crab With The 
Golden Claws, The Secret Of The 
Unicorn and Red Rackham’s 
Treasure. 

Spielberg directs the first film and it’s 
a breathlessly entertaining romp, 
littered with action set pieces that 
would simply be unthinkable - not to 
mention astronomically expensive - 
as live action. 



A dizzying motorcycle chase through 
the winding alleys of a Moroccan 
marketplace is accomplished in a 
single take and Captain Haddock’s 
penchant for booze provides the 
hilarious spark for an explosive bi¬ 
plane flight. 

A terrific opening reminiscent of 
Catch Me If You Can introduces us 
to reporter Tintin (Jamie Bell), who 
buys a model ship and is plunged 
into a centuries-old mystery 
involving Ivan Ivanovitch Sakharine 
(Daniel Craig). 

Ivan asks Tintin to name his price for 
the boat but he refuses to sell, 
sensing the wooden vessel is far 
more valuable than it first appears. 
Sure enough, a cryptic conundrum 
lies within, revealing that “only a true 
Haddock will discover the secret of 


The Unicorn”. 

Assisted by trusty pooch Snowy, 
Tintin searches for more clues, 
meeting booze-sodden Captain 
Haddock (Andy Serkis), whose 
family history holds the key to the 
mystery of a cursed shipwreck. 

The film is a hoot, and the script 
delivers some big laughs such as 
when Captain Haddock reveals that 
one of his crew has no eyelids. 

Like most thrill rides, we’re giddy 
during the film, caught up in the 
action and derring-do, but once the 
film ends, there’s that nagging 
feeling that something is amiss: 
heart and soul. 

Perhaps Tintin will unearth both in 
the second film, pencilled for release 
in 2013 with Jackson at the helm.

A spell in the glasshouse

W HILE many of us will 
be turning up the 
central heating about 
now, others will be doing some 
serious pottering in the 
greenhouse. 

Indeed, the greenhouse - heated or 
unheated - can provide a haven for 
gardeners who can still reap the rewards 
of edible and ornamental plants during 
the cooler months if you plan carefully. 

If your greenhouse is unheated, you 
will be more limited but it is still 
possible to have lush, green displays of 
ferns, ivies, scented shrubs which will 
give you a delicious waft of perfume 
every time you go in the greenhouse and 
some well-chosen bulbs and alpines 
towards springtime. 

Plant shrubs such as Daphne odora 
‘Aureomarginata’ in pots outside and 
then bring them into the greenhouse at 
the end of the autumn. It produces pale 
purple-pink flowers and glossy green 
leaves and is a star in the winter 


greenhouse. 

Some foliage plants also look 
stunning in the greenhouse in winter. 
Fatsia japonica, with its exotic, glossy 
leaves, could easily be a stand-alone 


specimen, while shallow troughs of 
colourful alpines on waist-high staging, 
including cyclamen, chionodoxa and 
anemone, dwarf narcissi and colourful 
primulas will create a riot of colour in 


late winter and early spring. Scented 
annuals can also be wonderful in the 
greenhouse. Plant heliotrope or 
mignonette in late summer, to bloom in 
the greenhouse in late winter. 

You can also be sowing and planting 
in the greenhouse over the cooler 
months. Many plants can be grown 
much earlier and produce crops sooner 
than would be achieved outside. 

Salad leaves can be sown all year 
round, grow quickly and taste great 
when they are picked young. They are 
suitable for growing in pots, trays or soil 
borders. In winter you can also sow 
broad beans and early peas if you have 
border space. 

You’ll have more choice of what to 
grow if you have a greenhouse heater or 
at least a heated propagator to get tender 
veg off to a good start. Veg grown in 
traditional greenhouses, such as 
tomatoes, aubergines, cucumbers and 
peppers, are usually planted in spring. 

But you can sow greenhouse 
tomatoes in a heated propagator as early 
as December, for growing on in a heated 
greenhouse. 

You can also have fresh herbs for the 
winter months if you pot up clumps of 
mint, thyme or oregano from your 
garden in early autumn and put them in 
the greenhouse, or try sowing basil in a 
heated propagator in pots, nipping out 
any shoots that threaten to flower. 

Fruit can also do well in greenhouses 
- and for some it’s a necessity. If you’ve 
grown citrus fruits in a pot on a sunny, 
sheltered patio in summer, move them in 


and their fragrant flowers and glossy 
leaves come into their own. You may not 
harvest a lot of fruit, but seeing lemons 
growing just conjures up a flavour of 
warmer climes. 

Nectarines, peaches and apricots all 
need warmth to survive and you’re best 
off training them against a south-facing 
wall in a lean-to greenhouse. In this 
country if they are left outside their 
blossom, which appears in early to mid¬ 
spring, will generally be caught by the 
frost which will mean no fruit. 

Decide what you want in your 
greenhouse over the cooler months and 
plan carefully, choosing plants to suit 
the temperature and situation of your 
greenhouse, heated or unheated, and try 
to stagger the display so you have 
different plants coming into their own as 
the season progresses. 

Here are some tips to keep your 
greenhouse in great condition: 

■ Keep the glass as clean as possible at 
all times for maximum light. 

■ Check that any electrical heaters are 
free from corrosion and that your 
connections are sound. If in doubt, call a 
qualified electrician. 

■ Use sticky-backed draught excluder 
around ventilators, panes and doors for 
good, long-lasting seals. 

■ Remove rubbish, moss and algae 
growing between panes with a stick or 
plastic plant label. 

■ Give the whole greenhouse a 
thorough clean with hot water and 
garden disinfectant before a new season 
of use.

Moving home can be a complicated business and, in the hectic run to the big 
day, it is all too easy to forget something vital. The Property News offers their 
readers this handy checklist that should help avoid major pitfalls. We suggest 
you tick off the items as you deal with them... 


WITH FOUR WEEKS TO GO: 


I—. Get estimates from removal companies, checking that comprehensive insurance cover is 
IJ available against damage or loss. Is there a packing and unpacking service? Confirm the 
date of your move with the firm you have chosen. 

□ Check on your home contents insurance policies to ensure that you are covered for the 
move, and covered at your new address. 

□ Make arrangements for your gas and electricity meters (plus water meters where relevant) 
to be read and all your appliances to be disconnected on the day of your move. 

□ Arrange to take over gas and electricity at your new address, and make sure that all 
appliances will be properly fitted, plumbed or connected. 


□ Notify British Telecom and ask them to make the necessary arrangements for a final account 
at your present address, and for taking over or installing telephone facilities at your new 
home. 

Q Arrange for change of address cards to be printed. 


WITH TWO WEEKS TO GO: 


□ Confirm all arrangements, times etc, for meter readings, disconnections and reconnections, 
with authorities and with your buyer and seller. 

□ Make sure you have a good stock of packing materials, including sturdy boxes and plenty of 
string and sticky tape. 

□ Begin to throw out unwanted items from attics, wardrobes. What you really don't want you 
may as well dump now, or send to charity. It's a great time for a good sort out! 


WITH ONE WEEK TO GO: 


I Q Send off change of address cards. 

■ Q Arrange and pay for automatic redirection of your mail by the Post Office. 

Cancel and pay up accounts for routine delivery services such as milk, groceries, fuel and 
your Cambridge Evening News. Re-organise these deliveries for your new address. 

□ Defrost refrigerators in preparation for move and, if you are moving a freezer and its 
contents, turn it up to maximum for a couple of days before you move.

WITH ONE DAY TO GO: 


□ Complete your packing except for those items you are likely 
to need overnight, and prepare a picnic for moving day. 

Have a large enough cash 'float' available to deal with 
unexpected expenses, and make sure you have collected 
documents and valuables together in a safe place. 

□ Cover carpets which are being left behind, so as to minimise 
damage during furniture removal. 

□ Check through previous lists to make sure nothing has been 
overlooked, then enjoy a worry-free early night! 


ON MOVING DAY: 


Strip beds and pack bedding and nightclothes. 

□ Pack items for washing/toiletries. 

□ Take down curtains. 

Q Take up rugs, carpets, floor coverings, as required. 

□ Dismantle any light fittings etc., not included in the sale. 

Q Turn off electric appliances. 

Q Disconnect cooker.

□ Leave key as arranged with new owners.

Debate on electric option 
opens up as Leaf wins title

IS investing in 
electric cars before 
we've cleaned up 
our electricity 

production like 
putting the cart 
before the horse? 

If you asked readers of 
the TheGreenCar 

Website.co.uk, then the 
answer would appear to 
be 'no’. Research by the 
website suggests that 
motorists believe that a 
dual approach makes the 
most sense; like training 
the horse while someone 
else builds the cart. 

It has been one of the 
major criticisms of 
electric cars; that they 
are not really ‘zero 
emission’ because the 
electricity they use is 
largely generated by 
fossil fuels. 

According to 

TheGreenCarWebsite.co. 
uk however, it makes 
sense to encourage the 
uptake of electric cars 
now as we work to clean 
up our electricity 
production at the same 
time. A majority of 58 per 
cent voted in favour of 
this approach, while 29 
per cent thought we 
should focus on clean 
electricity production 
first. Just 13 per cent 
thought we should 
encourage electric car 
uptake no matter what. 

The Business 

Enterprise & Regulatory 
Reform (BERR) reports 


that UK electricity 
production in 2010 was 
75 per cent generated 
from coal and gas. 
Already this shows 
improvement over 
previous years. Back in 
2007, this figure was 77 
per cent. As generation 
from these non 
renewable sources has 
decreased, generation 
from cleaner sources has 
increased, growing 2.3 
per cent just between 
2009 and 2010, to take a 
share of 7 per cent in the 
total UK electricity 
production. Electricity 
generation from 

renewable sources such 
as wind and tidal may 
still be lagging a long 
way behind more 
popular sources but 
higher efficiencies make 
it cleaner than using 
fossil fuels directly in 
your tank. 

According to the US 


Department of Energy, 
electric cars offer energy 
efficiency of around 75 
per cent compared to 
around 20 per cent 
efficiency among the 
best that combustion 
cars can offer. 

Plus electric cars boast 
the advantage of 
improving local air 
quality especially in 
inner city areas, where it 
is desperately needed. 

“We need to increase 
renewables share of our 
electricity production; 
there is no doubt about 
that. In the UK, we lag 
behind many of our 
European neighbours in 
this sense,” says the 
website’s editor Faye 
Sunderland. “But even 
with our current 
electricity mix, electric 
cars still offer many 
advantages; from low 
running costs to a 
carbon footprint which 


can get lighter as we 
make progress towards 
cleaner power.” 

The news comes at the 
same time as the 2011 
GreenFleet Awards voted 
the Nissan Leaf as the 
“Electric Vehicle of the 
Year” title. 

“With five-door 
practicality, a generous 
boot, a high level of spec, 
and most importantly, a 
110 mile range, the 
Nissan Leaf is the 
resounding choice this 
year. Add to that the 
take-up in fleets, from all 
over the UK, and it 
certainly means the Leaf
